ASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—The Pres- 
ident today sent a message to the 
Senate urging the passage of two 
bills providing for the reorganization 
of the medica] and ordnance corps of 
the army. The bilis already had passed 
the House. Attention to this fact was 
called by Mr. Cockrell, who askeq that 
the message be printed. The Presi- 
dent said: 

“I have, in a former message, stated 
to Congress my belief that our army 
need not be large, but it should in every 
part be brought to the highest point of 
efficiency. The Secretary of War has 
called my attention to the fact that the 
act approved February 2, 1901, which 
accomplished so much to promote this 
result, failed to meet the needs of one 
branch in the department, in which all! 
our people are particularly interested, 
and of which they have a right to de- 
mand a high estate of excellence. I 
refer to the medical department. Not 
only does a competent medical service, 
by safeguarding the health of the army, 
eontribuie greatly to its power, but it 
gives to the families of the nation a

NLEPHANT SKULL, 
SAYS COMSTOCK. 


ALASKAN MINER SHOWS GREAT 
CRANIUM HE DUG UP. 


| 
Taken Out of Ged of Earth at a 
Depth of Forty-two Feet, the Bones 


Are Intact and Give Good idea of 
Size of Prehistoric Elephant to 
Which it Belonged. 


The skull of an enormous prehistoric 
elephant differing radically in its char- 
acteristics from the pachydermata of 
present days, has been brought to Los 
Angeles. 

The massive cranium, which once 
formed a part of a creature so huge 


mated at many tons, is in a wonderful 
state of preservation and was brought 
to this ‘country intact only after the 
expenditure of considerable money and 
the exercise of a vast amount of hard 
scheming. It was wnearthed near 
Dawson City, N. W. T., by two Les 
Angeles miners, John Pearson and Ole 
Olson, who were working a gold claim 
on Quarts Creek... They did not at first 
realize that they had stumbied onto a 
pretty valuable nugget, but were per- 
suaded that it was “pay streak” sure 
enough and finally succeeded in denud- 
ing it of the surrounding earth without 
doing any damage to the skull. On 
continuing their search they dug up 
the left scapula and humerous of the 
gigantic creature and thereby gained 
an idea as to the height of the animal 


‘ iife. This must have been greater 
than that of the largest elephants 
known today 


The tusks are recurved and except 
for some blunting at the tips, seem to 
be-in good order. They are a foot and 
a half in cireumference at the base 
and about seven feet in length. That 
the was an elephant and not a 
mast is proved by its grinding 
teeth, one of which weighs eleven 


acteristics plainly. 

Pearson discovered his huge 
last February at a depth of forty-two 
feet. How long it had been entombed, 
Prof, Theodore Comstock of the Uni- 
versity of Southern California, who vis- 
ited the remains yesterday, was unable 
to state, other than that the skull had 
belonged to a species that has been ex- 
tinct for an inestimable number of 
years. - Comstock classified the 
creature as an ancient elephant, neither 
a mastodon nor-a mammoth, as it was 
manifestly smaller than the latter. 

The skull stands higher than an or- 
dinary man, and is a tfelic of ancient 
days whose flora and fauna are now 
preserved only in the antiseptic solu- 
tions of nature, the water-permeated 
peat of bogs that have been in exist- 
ence uncounted ages, or have left itm- 
—. in oe undying rocks of the De- 
vonian, Silurian, or 
tee n, more recent geolog-
